FIRE WAS TO BLAME. 


T. H. & B. Accident Caused Solely 
by Burned Bridge, Says Official. 
Hamilton, Sept. 29.—The enqniry 

into the T., H. & B. accident Sunday 
morning in which the three trainmen 
lost their lives will be held Tuesday 
evening. E. E. Fisher, the superin- 
tendent of the railway, gave out the 
following statement concerning the 
accident: 

“The lamentable accident at ‘the 
bridge, west of Mineral Springs, was 
due solely to fire, which burned the 
floor system and piling between the 
passage of a light engine at 11.40 p.m. 
Saturday night and the arrival of 
train No. 60 at eight minutes after 
6 a.m. Sunday.” 

The few bones that remain of the 
victims will be distributed in three 
caskets and buried in a plot, a Catho- 
lic priest joining in the ceremony.

FOUR ARE MASSACRED. 


Drunken Men Kill Four In Front of 
Tennessee Church. 

Jellico, Tenn., Sept. 29.—One of the 

bloodiest affairs in the history of East 


Tennessee, occurred near the Ten- 
nessee-Kentucky line north of An- 
thras postoffice on Sunday. 

The scene was a little Baptist 


Church within 50 yards of which is a 
“blind tiger,’ which has been operat- 
ed for months. 

The service had closed and nearly 
the entire congrgzation had emerged 
from the church when a crowd of 
drunken men who had visited the 
“blind tiger” began firing into the 
worshippers with pistols. Three were 
shot down at the church door and 
died almost instantly. The preacher 
was shot and mortally wounded, fall- 


ing in the church yard. Another wor- 
shipper was shot, but not dangerous- 
ly hurt.

It is probable that the men would 
consent to go back to work condition- 
ally on the whole question being re- 
opened later at a date to be named, 
and on the status of their union be- 
ing safeguarded. 

With the exception of one regret- 
table incident the strike generally 
has been conducted here with modera- 
tion and courtesy on both sides. 

West Toronto, Sept. 29.—The local 
union officials last night were quite 
jubilant about the latest develop- 
ments in the C. P. R. strike, as every- 
thing points to a speedy termination 
of the struggle. 

“Negotiations are on in Winnipeg,” 
said a prominent official, ‘and Bell 
Hardy, general chairman of the feder- 
ated trades of the O.P.R., left Mont 
real for Winnipeg last week in re- 
sponse to a telegram from the strike 
leaders in the west. 

“We have no definite information, 
yet as to what is happening there, 
but certain facts which we have learn- 
ed to-day make us feel very hopeful 
of the result.” 

Calgary, Alta., Sept. 29.—That the 
settlement of the C.P.R. strike is like- 
ly to be reached about Wednesday or 
Thursday is the general opinion 
among the striking mechanics in this 
city. One of the leaders among the 
strikers said yesterday: 

“Things look more favorable toward 
a settlement at present than they 
have since the commencement of the 
strike. 

“A C.P.R. official who attended the

Montreal Live Stock. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 2&8—(Special,)—At 
the Montreal Stock Yards West End Mar- 
ket the receipts of live stock for the 
week ending Sept. 26 were 3289 cattle, 2382 
sheep and lambs, 478 hogs and M5 calves, 
while the supply offered for the local 
trade this morning consisted of 1300 cat- 
tle, 1700 sheep and lambs, 1600 hogs and 
250 calves, A feature of the market was 
the demand from exporters, and, as there 
were some yery good northwest ranch 
cattle on the market, a fair trade was 
done in this direction at #4 to $4.35 per 100 
lbs., the latter figure being paid gor stock 
weighing from 1200 to 1300 lbs. each. In 
addition to this there was also a good de- 
mand from out-of-town butchers for sup- 
plies, and this, coupled with the above, 
cleared up the surplus offerings pretty 
well and tended to create a steady feeling 
in the situation; consequently prices 
show no important change from a week 
ago, Cable advices from Liverpool on 
Saturday reported trade slow, but at the 
same time noted that there was a firmer 
undertone to the market, and quoted 
prices %c per lb. higher than a week ago 
for all grades. The local demand was 
fairly good, and on the whole an active 
trade was done, Choice beeves sold at 


at $1.60 to $2 per 100 Ibs. 

Altho the offerings of lambs continue 
fairly large, a stronger feeling has de- 
veloped in the market since this day 
week, and prices have advanced ‘4c per 
Ib. The demand was good for both local 
consumption and export account, and 
sales of choice stock were made at Sc, and 
good at 44c to 4c per Ib, There was no 
change in sheep, as advices from the old 
country markets do not warrant shippers 
paying any more money for them, 
fairly active trade was done at Sc for 
cholée stock and at 3%c to 3%ec for the 
culls, per 1b, Supplies of calves were 
small, for which the demand was fair, 
and sales were made at prices ranging 
from $3 to $10 each, as to size and quality. 

The market for hogs was weaker to- 
day and prices declined 2c to 50c per 100 
lbs. ‘This was due to the increased offer- 
ings, they being fully 1000 head larger 
than a week ago. At the reduction the 
demand from dealers and packers Was 
good, and an active trade was done at 7 
to $7.26 per 100 Ibs. for selected lots, weigh- 
ff cars.

WRECK IN SNOWSTORM. 


| Forty Killed and Injured in Col- 
lision Near Livingston, Mont. 


C. B. & Q. Train, Running Over the 
Northern Pacific Lines Near Liv- 
ingston, Mont., Crashes Into 
Freight—Not a Passenger In the 
Smoker Escaped Death or Injury— 
Dead Will Reach Twenty. 


_ Livingston, Mont., Sept. 26.—Plow- | 
ing through a snowstorm, eastward 
bound, a Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy passenger train, running over | 
the Northern Pacifie Railroad yester- | 
day, crashed head-on into a freight | 
train at Young’s Point, where the 
trains were to pass, and in the de- | 
molition that ensued a score of per- 
sons were injured, several probably | 
fatally. 

The freight flag man failed to sig- | 
nal the passenger train in time to 
prevent the collision, it is said, be- | 
cause of the blinding snow. 

The express car telescoped with 
the smoking car, and most of the 
fatalities and injuries were of per- 
sons in the latter car. The express | 
car was raised over the platform of | 
the smoking car and the superstruc- | 
ture swept the seats away. Not a 
passenger in the smoking car escap- 
ed death or injury. Passengers in | 
other cars escaped with cuts and | 
bruises. | 

On the train was the Spokane dele- | 
gation to the national irrigation con- | 
gress at Albuquerque. None of these 
were injured. 

Fireman Ora Babcock jumped and 
was killed, striking his head. Milo 
Halloway, a brakeman, was killed. 

The smoking car debris was hope- 
lessly mixed with heads, bodies, lege 
and arms, presenting a horrible sight. 

In one place seven bodies were so 
tightly wedged together that they 
were separated only with great diffi- 
culty. It was impossible to succor 
the wounded without trampling on 
the dead.

Mr. Borden Is Heard by Thou- 
sands in Niagara District. 


Winds Up Day of Ovations and Big 
Crowds With Crowded Meeting at 
Niagara Falls — Overflow Meeting 
at St. Catharines — Chamberlain’s 
Policy Will Succeed In Spite of 
Present Government, He Says. 


Falls, Ont., Oct. 5.—The 
| best day’s work of R. L. Borden, the 
| Conservative leader, was 
Saturday when he made a spectacular 
|tour of the Niagara frontier and fin- 
lished the week with a remarkable 
meeting in the big skating rink here 
Saturday night. His progress from 
St. Catharines was attended by a ser- 
jes of ovations, the most enthusiastic 
of which was when he reached the 
big arena and was given a cheer that 
lasted five minutes and was well sus- 
tained throughout, During the after- 
noon and evening Mr. Borden spoke 
three times, and in addition he made 
his appearance before hundreds at 
Merritton, At St, Catharines the opera 
house was packed and several hun- 
dred people who could not get in 
were spoken to in the Masonic Tem- 
ple. By special car on the Niagara, 
St. Catharines and Toronto Electric 
Railway, the party proceeded to Nia- 
gara Falls. As the car passed through 
Merritton, a manufacturing town, fac- 
tory whistles screeched a welcome 
and the crowd was so great at the 
trolley station that Mr. Borden got 
down to meet the people. 

The neighboring town of Thorold, 
which is in the riding of Welland, 
gave the Conservative leader a warm 
reception.

ANOTHER WRIGHT TRIUMPH. 


| Wilbur Wright Breaks Two-Man Re. 

cord Required In Contract. 
Lemans, Oct. 5.— Wilbur Wright, 
| the American aeroplanist, who holds 
| the world’s record for an aeroplane 
flight, established another world’s re- 
cord Saturday afternoon for time and 
distance with a passenger. With a 
| French journalist by his side, he re- 
/mained in the air for 55 minutes and 
| 87 seconds, circling the field twenty- 
four times and covering a distance 
officially estimated at 58 kilometres, 
or about 36 miles, His best previous 
flight with a passenger was 11 min- 
ufés 85 3-5 seconds. 

By this feat Mr. Wright partially 
fulfills the conditions of a contract by 
him and Lazare Weiller, who repre- 
sents a syndicate, whereby Mr. 
Wright will receive $100,000 and the 
syndicate will take in return the pa- 
tent rights of the Wright machine for 
France and the colonies, with the 
privilege of manufacturing aeroplanes 
on this model. With another flight of 
50 kilometres, carrying a passenger, 
Mr. Wright completes the fulfillment 
of the Weiller contract.

Montreal, Oct. 6.—It was announec- 
ed last evening by Hon. Robt. Rogers, 
Minister of Public Works for Mani- 
toba, who has been negotiating with 
the president of the C.P.R. for some 
days past, that the strike has been 
brought to a close, 

It is understood that the western 
negotiations have been in the hands 
of W. M. Whyte, vice-president at 
Winnipeg, and Bell Hardy for the 
strikers. i 

The Manitoba Minister stated las 
evening that by the terms agreed up- 
on the men accept the finding of the 
majority of the arbitration committee, 
which, it will be remembered, they 
rejected, and which was the cause of 
all the trouble. 

The company agrees to take back 
the men as they find room for them, 
and there will be no discrimination 
against men who may have gone on 
strike. , 

In fact, the president declares that 
there is no hard feeling whatever 
against the men on account of the 
difficulties, and he hopes all will be 
well in the future. 

It is quite likely that the agree- 
ment which has been reached will 
give the company an excuse to get rid 
of a good many men who may have

The first building to be erected in 
Madoc village was a log shack on the 
property now owned by Dr. Sutton, 


, }and this was built by the late Thomas 


Bailey, father of Mr, Jacob Bailey, of 
Huntingdon township. The first 
school-house in the township was 
built on the late Henry O'Hara’s lot 
near the present site of the Spring 
Hill cheese factory. This school was 
opened about 1829 or 1830, and our 
narrator had the honor to be the first 
scholar attending this school and pro- 
bably the only, one living today who 
Was present in the first class who at- 
tended. The building was a log shack 
about 20 feet square, the floor of which 
was made of basswood slabs split and 
hewed. The seats were made by split- 
ting cedar logs, hewing them, boring 
holes in the bottom, and inserting 
wooden pegs for legs. The desk was 
also made by holes being bored in the 
walls, wooden pins being driven in, 
and on these were laid basswood slabs, 
People of the present day will no 
doubt wonder why such crude mater- 
ial was used in the erection of the 
school-house and its accessories, but 
this is accounted for by the fact that 
that there were no saw-mills in those 
days in the district, the nearest one 
being situated at Holloway and oper- 
ated by a man named Wm.Thompson. 
The school building was heated by a 
sheet iron stove setting up on a pile of 
stone, and many were the cold days 
endured by the scholars while endeay- 
oring to secure a grasp of the knowl- 
edge and education that would fit 
them to combat with the problems 
of after life.

JURY ACQUITS SIMPSON. 

On Wednesday the case of Richard 
Simpson, charged with committing a 
criminal offence against Mrs. Celes- 
tine Deline, both of Bannockburn, was 
concluded, says the Ontario. All the 
evidence was put in during the fore- 
noon. When court resumed in the 
afternoon, Mr. W. J. Moore, the coun- 
sel for the defendant, made a very elo- 
quent address tothe jury. He claimed 
that it was the plaintiff's fault that 
the crime was committed. His ad- 
dress to the jury lasted for nearly an 
Mr. Moore made a great ad- 
dress. He referred especially to the 
fact that the complainant had made 
no cry for belp. e thought the man 
was the innocent victim in the case. 
He also referred to several similar 
cases which had been tried where the 
verdict was against the plaintiff. He 
wound up by saying the woman was a 
consenting party. Mr. Moore made 
one of the most.remarkable addresses 
to the jury ever heard in the Belleville 
court room. Duritig his speech there 
was intense silence. He closed by ask- 
ing the jury to clear the young man of 
the serious charge. Mr. Arnoldi, the 
Crown Prosecutor, highly compli- 
mented Mr. Moore upon his able ad- 
dress to the jury. He said it was the 
duty of every man to protect his own 
home but in this case it was ‘bare 
impertinence,” He closed by asking 
fora conviction. His Honor began 
his address to the jury shortly after 
three o'clock. He first impressed 
upon the minds of the jury the penal- 
ty which was liable in such charges if 
found guilty. He said the main ques- 
tion to consider was whether it was 
an ordinary case of adultery or a 
crime committed by force. The 
simple question was whether the 
woman was forced or whether it was 
with her will or consent. His Lord- 
ship spoke favorably for the accusgd, 
At least this was the opinion of the 
large audience. The jury then retired 
and, after being out about an hour, 
returned with a verdict of ‘Not 
Guilty.” When the accused “was dis- 
charged by His Lordship there was 
quite a reception between the prisoner 
and his wife and two little children, 
who were present throughout the 
trial. The man had been in jail for

A cheap and efficacious remedy 
which in the long run will be found 
to be the best is the kerosene emul- 
sion, says a writer in Hoard’s Dairy- 
man. ‘The emulsion consists simply 
of a mixture of soapsuds with twice 
the quantity of ordinary coal oil made 
as follows: 

Kerosene (coal oil), two quarts; rain- 
water, one quart; soap, two ounces. 

Boil the soap in the water till all is 
dissolved, then while boiling hot turn 
it into.the kerosene and churn it con- 
stantly and forcibly with a syringe or 
forep pump for five minutes, when it 
will’ be of a smooth, creamy nature. 
As it cools it thickens into a jellylike 
mass, This gives the stock emulsion, 
which must be diluted before using 
with nine times its measure—that is, 
twenty-seven quarts of water. It will 
be found to mix more easily if done at 
once before it cools, This makes thir- 
ty quarts of tht mixture ready for use. 
This may be applied to the animals by 
means.of a sponge or, what is certainly 
more_ convenient, 2 force pump and 


spray nozzle. One application often 


lasts two or three days. Where a 
small number of cattle only are kept 
the hand sprayers answer well enough.

having on board A. Holland Forbes | 


and Augustus Post, less than 2 min- 
utes after the start, burst at an alti- 
tude of 4,000 feet. 

For 2,000 feet it shot down like a 
bullet, and then the silk assumed 
the shape of a parachute and the 
rapidity of the descent was checked. 
Coming close to the earth, however, 
the basket smashed into the roof of a 
house, but the twe gest escaped with 
but slight injumes 

The race, at which twenty-three bal- 
loons participated, representing Great 
Britain, France, Germany, the United 
States, Switzerland, Italy,Belgium and 
Spain, started at 3 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon in the presence of at least 
80,000 spectators. 

A. Holland Forbes, who appeared to 
be very little the worse for his experi- 
ence, except that he was suffering 
somewhat from shock, gave a thrilling 
account of the accident. 

“We have some difficulty, he said, 
“in getting away, but once we left 
the ground, everything seemed to be 
right. We mounted almost perpendi- 
cularly to an altitude of 4,000 feet. 
As I looked at ‘the recording instru- 
ment to make a note of the altitude, 
I heard a peculiar swish and said to 
Post, ‘that sounds dangerous.’ Im- 
mediately I saw that the envelope 
was rapidly deflating. Instantly I 
threw the appendix clear of the bas- 
fee and the ropes, and drawing my 
Bick-knife, cut the ropes that were 
attached to the thiry-nine bags of 
sand hanging around the basket.

VALUE OF MILK- 
ING MACHINES. 


Dairymen who are considering the 
advisability of installing a milking 
machine in their plants will be inter 
ested in the preliminary report re 
cently issued by the Montana, station 
from which the following is taken: 

Q. Are the machines nracticable? 

A. For thg small dairy of ten o1 
twelve cows we would not consider the 
machines practicable unless the farme) 
considers that the labor saved would 
offset the cost for a small equipment 
but for dairies of twenty-five to fifty on 
a hundred cows the milking machine 
may be considered as very successful 
in the matter of saying time and labor. 

Q. How does the milking machine 
compare with hand milking? 

A. Milking machines will milk cows 
as thoroughly as the average milker, 
according to some authorities, while 
others claim that hand milking gives 
better results, The great gain is in the 
amount of time saved and the fewer

number of men required for large 
dairies, 

Q. How dées the cow take to the 
milking machine? 

A. In almost every case very little 
trouble is experienced by the cows ob 
Jecting to this mode of milking. As far 
us we are able to judge, the cows like 
the action of the milking machine just 
as well as if not better than hand milk- 
ing. 

Q. How much do milking machines 
cost? 

A. Yor a dairy of twenty-five to fif- 
ty cows the entire milking machine, 
with power to run It, may be Installed 


for from $400 to $500, 

Q. What Is the offect of the milking 
tmnachine on the milk flows of cows? 

A. So far as we ure able to judge, 
the milking machine is very successful | 
with younger cows and heifers, but | 
with older cows it is thought that the 
tondenoy is for them to go dry a little | 
ooner than would be the case with | 
hand milking. | 

Q. Is the milk cleaner when drawn

\. Results so far differ. Some claim 
that the milk is very much cleaner,

Q. Are the milking macnines nara w 
clean? 

A. They are hurd to clean for a 
careless dairyman, but for a dairyman 
who is scrupujously clean in every- 
thing else it is quite possible and prac- 
ticable to keep them clean, . 

Q. Will the machines get out of order 
very easily? 

A. So far as the experience of those 
who have used them three of four 
years is concerned, there is nothing 
about them to get seriously out of or- 
der, 

Q. What power is used to run the 
machine? 

A. Any power may be used—such as 
water, steam or gasoline engine. The 
majority use gasoline engines. A two 
horsepower size will run a machine 
for fifty cows. The cost of gasoline 
will be one-quarter to one-half cent 
per cow per milking. 

Q. Do the milking machines injure 
the cows? 

A. So far as we are able to judge at 
present, there is no danger of injuring 
the cows if the teat cups are of proper 
size, 

Q. How about kicking cows? 

A. After the first few times there ts 
very little danger of trouble with the 
average kicking cow. Vicious kickers 
may give trouble tn kicking off the 
tubes, but such cows are rarely of use 
In the dairy. 

Q. How many kinds of milking ma- 
chines are there, and which are best? 

A. There are a great many styles of 
milkers, but these are in the main of 
two, distinct types—the snction ma- 
chine and the machine that presses the 
milk out of the teat. So far as we are 
aware, the suction machines have gtv- 
en rather the better satisfaction.

Veteran Statesman Retires at Age of 
8! on Acco@nt of Feebleness—Has 
Held Many Cabinet Portfolios Un- 
der Various Administrations—Was 
Intimate Friend of Gladstone— 
Crewe Will Succeed Him. 


London, Oot. 10.—The Marquis 
Ripon, Lord Privy Seal, has resigned, 
owing to his advanced age. 
The Earl of Crew succeeds to the 
office, and, in addition, will retain 
the portfolio of Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, 
George Frederick Samuel Robinson, 
first Marquis of Ripon, son of the 
first Earl of Ripon, and nephew of 
first Earl de Grey, was born on Oct. 
24, 1827, and succeeded to both pee 
ages in 1869. He was first returned 
to the House of Commons in 1852 as 
member for Hull, represented Hud- 
dersfield, 1853-57, and the west riding 
of Yorkshire until he entered the Up- 
per House. In 1859 he was appointed 
Under Secretary for War, and in 1861 
was transferred to the Indian Office. 
In 1863 Lord Ripon entered the Lib- 

era] Cabinet as War Secretary, later 
-| becoming Indian Secretary. He sat 
in Mr. Gladstone’s first Cabinet as 
Lord President of the Council, and 
during his tenure of that office was 
chairman of the joint commission for 
drawing up the Treaty of Washing- 
ton. He was grand master of the 
Order of Freemasons between 1871 
and 1874, and in the latter year be- 
came a Roman Catholic. 

The marquis was Governor-General 
of India from 1880 to 1884, and his

“ROBBER” IDENTIFIED. 


Toronto River Pirate Who Got Away 
at Whitby Still at Large. 

Toronto, Oct, 18.—‘‘Frank Charles,’”” 
arrested at Whitby Sunday as a lake- 
front pirate of no mean capabilities, 
and who straight-away broke jail by 
hammering the boards from the ceil- 
ing above with the bench in his cell 
in the town lock-up, has been fully 
identified by Provincial , Constable 
Burns as Fred C. Wheeler. Wheeler’s 
photograph was found more than a 
month ago among the effects at the 
Humber “River Pirates’ camp, and it 
was instantly recognized yesterday by 
Whitby officers. 

Wheeler, who is about 24 years. of 
age, is 5 feet 6 inches tall, 170 poands 
in weight and of fair complexion 
with a slight moustache and was last 
seen yesterday morning near Oshawa, 
when he was wearing a gray cap and 
coat with dark trousers and long rub- 
ber boots. He had on a grey overcoat 
with a deep collar, . 

He is believed to be the man guilty 
of all the theft and house breakings 
laid at the door of the river pirates. 

At Whitby he is said to have rob- 
bed a church Saturday, and to have 
held up a lad in the street there with 
a revolver, securing $6. ‘ 

Wheeler, who comes from Ipswich, 
England, had written letters home, 
saying that he had become a million- 
aire and had a yacht of his own. 

Locked up in the Whitby jail he 
forced the boards at the top of his 
cell with a bench and escaped by 
climbing over the rafters, getting out 
through another part of the town hall. 

The police are searching for him in 
automobiles and with rigs, but have 
not yet located him.

MADOC ‘TOWNSHIP 
| THE OLDEST 


LOSES TWO 


CITIZENS, 


OF 


Two of the oldest residents of the 
township of Madoc passed away last 
week in the persons of John L. Brown, 
of the O'Hara Settlement, and Joseph 
Pigdon, near the Hematite mine, ~ 

Brown. — The late John L. Brown 
passed peacefully to his rest on Tues- 
day, Oct. 13th in his 90th year. The 
funeral was held at bis son’s residence, 
where deceased died, on Thursday, 
the Rev. C.J, Young, of Madoc, con- 
ducting the service. The remains 
were interved in the O'Hara cemetery. 
Mr. Brown had spent almost his en- 
tire life in Canada, having left Ireland 
when he was but two years of ége. 
He was born in the county Tyrone, 
and on the family’s arrival in this 
country in the year 1820, settled in the 
village of Marmora. They later 
moved to Lot 23 inthe 3rd concession 
of Madoe, and lived there for a num- 
ber of years. About twenty years 
ago he removed to the farm where he 
resided until his death. The deceased 
was twice married; to his first wife

It is in fact the Great Wall more 
than anything which stamps its 
founder for all time for what he was 
778 man of the highest order of gen- 
jus, possibly the greatest genius who 
has borne sway on the earth. The 
Chinese of the second century B. C., 
like the Romans of the first, had ar. 
Tived at a critical stage in the course 
of their development, and each na- 
tion succeeded in producing a hero 
at the right moment to lead it to 
the accomplishment of ite destiny. 
The prescience with which Julius 
Caesar, confronted with the problem 
of finding a suitable defensive fron- 
tier for the Roman empire, solved 
it by the oecupation of the line of the 
Rhine is nightly considered as one 
of the chief reasons for his pre- 
eminent place in the world’s history. 
The guarded river that the genius cf 
the ‘great dictator had made the 
frontier of the Roman empire was the 
terminus of barbarism for nearly five 
centuries. Chi Huang Ti was con- 
fronted with the same problem. He 
solved it with equal prescience and 
greater success by an inspiration cf 
genius unparalleled in history. 
Where nature had placed no barrier 
he reared an artificial one, and for 
ten centuries the northern barbarians 
pressing down from the great central 
tableland strove in vain to burst 
through the bulwarks which he had 
interposed between their rayening 
hordes and the rich plains of China. 

Probable the Great Wall was a 
more formidable obstacle to the bar- 
barians of central Asia than the 
Rhine to the Germanic hordes cf 
Europe. It was at once a well de- 
fined frontier, a magnificent military 
road and an impregnably intrenchg 
ed picket line along the border. The 
towers were probably all occupied by 
pickets and communication main- 
tained by cavalry patrols, a very eas 
matter on the platforms of the wall. 
The gates were doubtless strongly 
garrisoned, and at strategic points 
along the wall and to its rear bodies 
of field troops collected in permanent 
fortresses and intrenched camps. 
The wall itself was a formidable ob- 
stacle to a band of marauders. If 
they succeeded in scaling it there 
still remained the nearly insuperable 
difficulty of bringing across their 
horses, and a Tartar without his 
horse is well nigh helpless.

Rumors of Calling Out of Troaps 
Declared to Be Unfounded. 


Convocation of Anatolian Reserves 
For Manoeuvres Gave Rise “to Re- 
port—Czar Ferdinand Has Per- 
suaded Cabinet to Adopt Concilia- 
tory Attitude Regarding Railway— 
War Measures Precautionary. 


Constantinople, Oct. 19.—The report 
that the mobilization of the Turkish 
troops had been ordered is unfounded. 

Presumably it arose through the 
fact that certain battalions of the 
Anatolian reserves, attached to the 
Salonika and Adrianople army corps, 
were convoked for the manoeuvres in 
the native districts, and that three 
battalions were ordered to Constanti- 
nople from Macedonia for police ser- 
vice in the capital, these being replac- 
ed by an equal number of redifs from 
Smyrna. 

Paris, Oct. 19,—Advices received 
from Sofia yesterday were more reas- 
suring, indicating that Czar Ferdi- 
nand has succeeded in persuading the 
Cabinet and war party to adopt a 
more conciliatory attitude and yield 
to Turkey’s demand for direct nego- 
tions with regard to the Oriental Rail- 
road, 

On Saturday all sorts of wild re- 
ports of ‘Turkish and Bulgarian mobi- 
lization were published. 

Sofia, Oct, 19.—Sir George Buchan- 
an, the British diplomatic agent, and 
Baron Von Romberg, the German con- 
sul-general, called upon M. Popri-

Toronto, Oct, 19—An army, of men 
are fighting day and night the bush 
fires that have been raging for the 
past two or three days in the vicinity 
of Barrie, Orillia and Huntsville, and 
which. have already destroyed thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of preperty 
and momentarily threaten to get be- 
yond control. iay 

Near Barrie, all the outbuildings on 
the farm of Mr. Waldie and those of 
Mr, Kearns are reported burned, 
while fences and Be ra other 
nearby farms are said to be in Hames. 
A pants 20 miles in length, the 
southern border of which is but four 
miles out of Barrie, is in desultory 
fire, sending great clouds of smoke 
into the town, fairly choking the citi- 
zens at times. 

At the Longford Chemical Works, 
five miles out of Sane 500 cords 
of Wood are reported burning. 
Several puildings at Rainy Lake, 
near Huntsville, are said to have been 
dostroyed by fires which spread from 
the bush and which last night threat- 
ened the destruction of more proper- 
ty. 
Dives are raging north of Orillia 
and fragmentary reports tell of pro- 
perty damage running into the thou- 
sands in that vicinity. 

All day long a heavy pall of smoke 
has hung over the entire northern 
district and drifting in clouds south 
to Lake Ontario, 4 
people in northern communities, 
Rain was being prayed for in man 
churches yesterday to clarify the 
mosphere, as well as extinguish 
fires.

Parry Sound Prisoners Make 
Sensationa! Disclosures. 


Italians Held For Shooting Affray Say 
Storekeeper instigated Eno Rob- 
bery and Offered Money to Seper- 
anzo, Now Under Conviction, to 
Kill an Enemy—Then Offered Him- 
self as Constable. 


Parry Sound, Oct. 26.—Arising out 
of what has come to be known as 
the Eno robbery, some time ago, there 
are some very startling matters just 
come to light by a confession which 
has been made by the Italian prison- 
ers, Seperanzo and Pezzano, confined 
in the goal here, as a result of which 
Constables McRae and Madigan went 
to Byng Inlet and there arrested Jos- 
eph W. Moore, an Italian, on a war- 
rant charging him with inciting to 
murder. 

The story told by the Italian prison- 
ers is a remarkable one, and it is un- 
derstood that other charges may be | 
preferred against the accused man, | 
Moore. 

In their confession the prisoners in 
question state that Seperanzo who 
was convicted at the recent assizes 
of shooting at Constables Knight and 
Madigan and sentenced to twelve 
years’ imprisonment therefor, had 
nothing to do with the Eno robbery; | 
but they allege that the persons who | 
actually committed the robbery were 

boarding at the establishment of the 

accused man, Moore, before the rob- | 
bery and after, and they go so far as 

to say that Moore was the instigator 

of the whole thing. They allege that 

after the robbery the stolen money 

was taken to Moore’s store at Byng 

Inlet, and it is understood that Moore 

has admitted that there was found 

behind his store a tin containing 

$400, which some person or other got 

hold of and away with. As a fact, 

one of the men originally arrested in 

connection with the robbery at Eno’s ' 
was taken at Moore’s store. 

The confession of Seperanzo went 
on to state that the Italian, Moore, | 
declared he would get revenge against 
Murdock Watts for his action in con- 
nection with an affray which took 
place at Byng Inlet, as Watts had 
prosecuted certain of his countrymen. 
Seperanzo stated that Moore had of: | 
fered him $150 if he would go and 
shoot Watts, and offered him a 
gun to do it with; and also 
that Moore repeatedly told him 
that he wanted to get revenged upon 
Watts, and that if he (Seperanzo) 
would kill Watts he (Moore) would 
take Seperanzo to French River on 
his gasoline boat and he could go to. 
Port Arthur and escape. 

In the course of his confession Sep- 
eranzo alleged that Moore had also 
defrauded his creditors by removing 
goods prior to the making of an as- 
signment. He also stated where some 
of the goods could be found. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
case is that Joseph W. Moore, short- 
ly after the Eno robbery, came to 
Parry Sound and offered his services 
as a constable for the purpose of 
tracking down his countrymen, the 
perpetrators of the robbery, and, be- 
ing duly appointed, at once seemed to 
busy himself in the matter and ex- 
pressed himself as able to effect the 
arrests very shortly. 

The accused man Moore was | 
brought before the police magistrate 
charged with counselling a person to 
murder Murdock Watts and was com- 
mitted to stand his trial. 


Mob Suspects Arrested. 


Samburg, Tenn., Oct. 26.—The num- 
ber of mob suspects in custody charg- 
ed with implication in the murder of 
Captain Rankin and the assault of 
Colonel Taylor now number ten. The 
men taken into custody Saturday in-

When court convenes to-day it is 
promised that evidence will be forth- | 
coming which will assure the indict- | 
ment of practically the entire band of 
night riders.

FANCY HORSE. 


The ration for driving and saddle 
orses should be different from that 
of the average work horse. ‘This! 
is due in a large measure to the pecul 


far demands of such animals. 


They should be fed much less rough 
in proportion to their size than | 
horses at ordinary work, writes a Ken- | 


tucky breeder in Farm Progress. The | 


roughage should also be of a different 
nature. 

The driving and saddle horse must 
have plenty of endurance, thus must 
be fed roughage which will not in any 
way cause looseness of the digestive 
system, or “washiness.” as it is gen- 
erally known. 

In this respect timothy hay seems to 
be the very best kind of roughage for | 
such animals. Mixed hay does fairly | 
well where the horses have very light 
Clover hay when 
dusty is very likely to cause wind 
trouble. When good, pnre clover hay 
is fed it is too loosening. Thus a 
driving or saddle horse fed on this 
kind of a ration is soft and “‘washy.” 

Millet may be fed in very smal) 
quantities. Good, pure out or barley 
straw may be used in small quantities. 

Yor grain nothing is equal to good, 
clean, heavy oats. Other foodstuffs 
™may be equal as heat and flesh pro- 
ducers, but they do not possess the

in oats. This is supposed to be due 
to a specific albuminoid which is found 
only in the oat grain. F 

It gives the horse his fire and snap, 
which are so desirable in the driving 
and saddle horse. Oats sbould form 
the major portion of the ration. Some 
other feedstuffs can usually be added 
to the oat ration and by so doing re- 
duce the cost. Some bran, shorts, 
corn, gluten feed, barley, wheat and a 
great variety of other feedstuffs might 
be mentioned in this connection. Oats 
should always constitute at least one- 
half or, better still, two-thirds of the 
ration fed. For instance, a ration of 
three parts oats, two parts corn and 
one part of either bran, shorts or 
gluten feed will give good results. 

In regard to the amount of rough- 
age and grain to be fed, it will vary 
some, depending on the amount of la- 
bor to be performed. It is not best to 
feed over ten or twelye pounds of hay 
and from twelve to fifteen pounds of 
grain to a horse regularly employed. 

For horses which have light work 


‘about the same amount of roughage 


and from six to ten pounds of grain 
should be fed. This will have to be 
regulated by the amount of labor being 
performed. It is not necessary to cut 
the roughage or grind the grain for 
horses which have good tteth and 
plenty of time to feed. Steamed feed 
or a mash of some kind should be fed 
at least twice a week, 

Some green feed during the summer 
season and roots during the winter 
months should be supplied, ‘They will 
have a favorable influence on the 
health of the animals. 

The watering of these animals is 
an especially important matter, They 
should always be watered before being 
fed grain and should not receive any 
for at least two hours after feeding, 
It is not best to give driving and sad- 
dle horses a large quantity of water 
at one time, especially just preceding a 
drive, as # is very likely to affect the 
digestive system and may cause the 
anima) to scour. 

The horse which Is required to make 
a long drive should receive water every 
two hours, especially in warm weather,

The report of the death of 
Cameron was made by Witchell, 
whose ranch is located sixty miles 
south of here. He had a desperate 
ride, and was in the saddle from Wed- 
nesday until Saturday night.

RESCUED JUST IN TIME: 


Crew and Passengers of Iroquois 
Had Narrow Escape. 


Twenty-Five on Board Mail Boat 
Which Went on ‘Reef In Lake Hu- 
ron Were Taken Off by Tug Fraser 
—Iroquois Was! In Flames and a 
Few Minutes After Rescue Steamer 
Burned to Water’s Edge. 


Toronto, Oct, 27.—Wrecked on a 
reef near Spanish Mills in the smoke 
and fog on the lake, and half an hour 
later burned to the water’s edge, af- 
ter twenty-five people had been safe- 
ly taken ashore, the steamre Troquois 
on Saturday closed its career as mail 
boat plying between Manitoulin Is- 
land and Cutler, Through the timely 
appearance of the tug B. M, Fraser, 
sixteen men, seven women and two 
children were rescued from dire peril, 
and some mail bags were saved. The 
wreck took fire a few minutes after 
all souls had been taken off, while 
the crew in a small boat floated along: 
side their craft burned. Everything 
but three bags of mail was destroyed, 
the passengers losing all their belong- 
ings. 

The crash came while the ship was 
en route from Little Current to Cutler 
and passing East Rost, which is about 
twelve miles from Spanish River. 

The boat was going At a high speed, 
and the fog and smoke from the bush 
fires made it impossible for the men 
at the wheel to tell just in which di- 
rection the reef was situated. When 
the ateamer hit the rock she ran 
right up on it, settled astern, and fell 
over to port. 


The crash was. terrific, and con- 


aternation reigned aboard. The men 
did not lose their heads, however, and 
the crew, assisted by the male pas- 
sengers, properly looked to the safety 
of the less able ones, who were fear- 
fully frightened. The women and chil- 
dren were carried to the starboard 
side of the boat, which was away out 
of the water, and were made 48 com- 
fortable as’ possible. The rain was 
falling in torrents, but they were be-
